Hello-- 


My XYL and I returned today from spending a delightful four days in Bar 

Harbor, ME, 

and Acadia National Park. Our accommodations were fine, except for extreme QRN. 
I packed an Alinco DJ-X2000 multiband receiver and strung approximately 15 feet 
of hookup wire across the room's front window. 


Alas, QRN ran approximately 30 dB over S9 on every frequency I tried from 
100 KHz 

to 7 Mhz-- above that, the noise level gradually tapered off (but so did 
signal levels due 

to band conditions). Major culprits appeared to be horizontal 
sweep-oscillator radiation 

and its harmonics produced by the large number of TV receivers in the motel, 
fluorescent lights, and possibly controls for in-room heaters. 
Photocell-activated night 

lights thoughtfully provided by the motel's management may have also 
contributed some 

noise. 


One approach I didn't try (but wish I did): forming the random-length wire 
antenna into 

a loop-- this would have knocked out some of the noise, but I wonder about 
how much 

was inductively coupled? 


If this noise level foreshadows what BPL would produce, it's bad news.

I had a similar problem installing a dual-band magnetic-base 2M/440 MHz antenna 
(left over from another vehicle)on our 1993 Pontiac TranSport van, 

compounded by 

the van's plastic roof panels which exhibit no magnetic properties 
whatsoever<g>. 


I solved the problem by attaching a 24-inch square aluminum plate to the 


roof-mounted 

luggage rack. A small steel panel mounted and electrically bonded in the 
center of the 

aluminum plate provides a grabbing surface for the antenna's magnetic base. 


From there, I routed the coaxial cable along the rear door frame to the 
bumper and then 
across the door gasket and under the floor mats to the dash-mounted 
transceiver.

When I leased a ford explorer I mounted a Larsen NMO dual bander using the 
larsen trunk gutter bracket. I mounted the antenna on the front drivers 
fender where you would normally find an am/fm antenna. The 3 small holes are 
drilled into the front fender side, (hidden by the front hood when closed) 
and when the bracket is removed, you can't see the holes. Worked great and 
no hassles when I returned the vehicle.

It could be an "optical heterodyne" effect occurring between the scanner's 
resolution in dots per inch 

and the halftone screen, which produces Moire patterning. Try experimenting

Also, your scanning software may offer a "de-screening" mode, or either a 
separate plug-in or program

Brad got close on his comment about experimenting with resolution, the 
problem is that most magazines and the like use screens that don't match up 
with the resolutions available on the scanner. 


If your scanner software doesn't offer a descreening option, another thing 
you can do is to scan at a much higher resolution than the original. You'll 
still have the same problem when you shrink the image down to something 
manageable, but now you can deal with it in your photo editing software.

This WHAT leads to that stuff? The guy who can't hear what's going on, or 
the guy who can?? I've often been saved from a major screw-up that would 
involve "doubling" as they say on FM, by being able to detect that the other 
guy has started transmitting while I was doing the same. 


Earlier, you said, " Like automatic antenna tuners, it seems simpler, and 
safer, to just flip a switch! " 


I'm not sure what 'safer' means (my safety, or the safety of my rig?), but 
I'm pretty sure about simpler. It will take a lot to convince me that 
having to flip a switch is simpler than having to do nothing at all. Of 
course, semi-break-in also requires no operator action, so that part is 
really a toss-up. 


I'm not posting just to nit-pik, though. We can all agree that it's a 
matter of personal preference. But I think QSK is kind of an acquired taste 
that takes a little learning and a proper setup to be effective and 
enjoyable. It can be murder in a crowded band or with a wide bandwidth 
receiver, or both. The problem is that the "negative Morse" coming out of 
the speaker as background noise and QRM can overwhelm the operator's 
concentration on the sidetone feedback he must have to send properly. 


The solution is partly to keep the audio gain down and the sidetone gain up 
(if independently adjustable) so your own sending captures your ear. It's 
that plus learning to listen to a sound that's highly distracting initially. 
But once you've crossed over, it's sure hard to go back to non-QSK. In that 
case, it's now the sensation of being deaf while you're sending that's 
highly distracting.
